WEST  COAST  ITEMS. 

—  A  Callao  telegram  of  the  24th  ins!,  says  that 
a  fatal  case  of  yellow-fever  had  just  occurred  in 
that  port. 

—It  is  now  said  that  President  Errazurtz's  first 
ministry  will  have  a  very  short  life,  as  it,  does  not 
command  a  majority  in  congress. 

—A  Lima  telegram  of  the  27th  (published  in  the 
Pan)  says  that  the  Peruvian  mini-Uer  of  finance 
has  advised  congress  of  the  impossibility  of  balanc- 
ing teceipts  and  expenditures  because  the  credit  of 
the  slate  is  ruined. 

—Late  telegrams  slate  that  the  treaty  between 
Chili  and  Bolivia  in  regard  to  the  Tacna  and  Ari- 
ca  territory  in  causing  some  anxiety  at  Santiago, 
because  Bolivia  is  refusing  lo  negotiate  the  busi- 
ness  secretly. 

— El  Tiempo  of  Lima  says  that  on  the  night 
of  the  2ist  August  an  officer  belonging  to  the 
American  warship  Marion  was  attacked  by  sev- 
eral men,  on  a  pier  at  Callao,  and  was  robbed  of 
a  gold  watch  and  chain  and   some  money. 

— Il  i«.  now  charged  that  the  new  government  in 
Chili  is  favoring  the  conservative  party  in  its  dis- 
tribution of  favors,  consequently  the  liberals  are 
uniting  for  Ihe  purpose  of  defeating  the  ministry. 
And  we  presume  it  is  all  labeled  "patriotism.  " 

^  —According  to  telegrams  from  Chili  the  finan- 
cial situation  [here  is  again  becoming  critical,  And 
in  all  probability  it  will  continue  ciiiic.il  as  long  as 
these  exaggerated  military  expenditures  continue. 
A  small  and  comparatively  poor  country  can  not 
waste  its  revenues  in  this  way  without  feeling  it. 

—The  telegrams  say  that  the  Peruvian  women 
are  protesting  against  ihe  civil  matriage  project. 
Nevertheless  we  hope  to  hear  thai  the  bill  will  be 
voted.  To  deprive  Protestants  of  the  right  of  mar- 
riage unless  they  abjure  their  faith  and  become 
Catholics,  is  an  outrage  and  should  not  be  continu- 
ed another  hour. 

—Several  attempts  have  been  made  to  introduce 
salmon  and  other  fish  into  Chilian  waters,  but 
iheyhave  invariably  ended  in  failure.  The  task 
has  always  been  confided  to  Frenchmen,  and  we 
have  often  pleaded  for  a  chance  for  the  Anglo- 
Saxon.  This,  at  length,  has  been  granted,  Mr. 
Anderson  Smith  having  arrived  in  the  steamer 
Oreana,  under  contract  with  the  government,  to 
examine  and  report  on  some  of  ihe  southern  rivers 
with  a  view  to  the  introduction  of  salmon  and 
other  fish.  The  local  authorities  have  been  ins- 
tructed to  furnish  Mr.  Smith  with  every  facility  for 
ihe  discharge  of  his  commission.— Chilian  Times, 
Sept.  12. 

—  An  international  co-operative  sociely  is  about 
to  be  established  in  this  city,  with  a  capital  of 
$250,000  paid  up  shares.  Shares  are  to  be  valued 
at  iwenty  dollars  currency.  It  is  intended  lo 
establish  in  Valparaiso  a  large  concern  for  the 
sale  of  groceries,  provisions,  boots  and  shoes, 
and  all  other  necessaries  at  mutual  prices.  Mr. 
F.  Wilson  Humphrey,  with  another  influential 
gentleman,  is  promoting  the  undertaking,  and 
we  understand  that  a  large  number  of  the  leading 
merchants  in  the  city  have  taken  share;  in  the 
undertaking,  which  promises  every  success.  It 
is  intended  to  establish  branches  in  other  parls 
of  the   republic  —  Chilian   Times,   Valparaiso, 

—Since  the  first  instant  the  government  has 
'.aken  over  all  the  police  in  the  capitals  of  depart- 
ments, This  incisure  had  become  necessary 
owing  partly  to  the  general  impecuniosity  of  the 
municipalities,  but  principally 'because  the  ap- 
pointment ot  police  superintendents  and  officials 
had  been  converted  into  political  questions,  and 
was  contributing  to  the  demoralisation  of  Ihe 
force.  Through  an  oversight  on  the  part  of  the 
Iramers  of  the  act,  which  turned  over  the  police 
to  the  government,  towns  with  municipalises 
which  are  not  capitals  of  departments,  were  not 
included  in  the  act.  A  case  in  point  is  Vina  del 
Mar.  That  town  has  a  municipality,  but  it  is  not 
a  capital  of  department.  The  police  of  that  place, 
however,  is  just  as  much  the  battledore  and  shut- 
tlecock of  political  parties  as  is  the  force  of  any 
capital  of  department,  and  it  ought  to  be  taken 
over  by  the  government  on  the  same  conditions 
as  all  the  other  corps  in  the  country.  A  short 
act  is  all  that  is  necessary.  —  Chilian  Times, 
Sept.    12.

PRODUCTION  OF  COFFEE  IN 
MEXICO. 

I  am  persuaded  lo  prepare  this  report  on 
Mexican  coffee  by  the  large  number  of  let- 
ters T  am  receiving  from  every  state  in  the 
Union  upon  that  subject,  from  persons 
seeking  commercial  information,  from  per- 
sons seeking  personal  or  community  in- 
formation, contemplating  removal  to  Mex- 
ico, ami  horn  persons  engaged  in  the 
historical  investigation  of  die  bean,  and 
Mexico  in  connection  with  the  bean. 

I  will  attempt,  in  the  first  place,  to  give 
a  history  of  the  bean  from  its  discovery  to 
the  present  lime,  for  which  I  am  largely 
indebted  to  a  work  styled  Cultivation  and 
Preparation  of  Coffee,  by  Gabriel  Gomez, 
agricultural  engineer  of  Mexico,  who,  at  die 
lime  ol  its  composition,  possibly  had  as 
comprehensive  knowledge  of  the  berry  as 
any  one  who  ever  wrote  on  the  subject,  ft 
is  due  to  the  readers  to  say  I  never  saw 
coffee  growing  until  1  came  to  Mexico  in 
1893,  that  I  know  little  of  it  now,  that  I 
am  more  of  a  collector  of  facts  about  it  than 
an  originator  of  ideas.  No  one,  without 
practical  experience  in  growing,  cultivating, 
and  curing  the  bean  for  market  can  have 
reliable  information  about  it..  I  have 
sought  this  information  from  the  best  re- 
cognised sources,  from  those  engaged  in  its 
production,  and  present  it  as  it  is  imparted 
to  me  ;  second,  I  shall  show  how  it  is  cul- 
tivated in  Mexico,  in  what  pans  of  the  re- 
public, the  kinds  of  coffee,  and  the  profits 
and  sales  of  the  same  ;  third,  how  it  is  pre- 
pared for  market ;  fourth,  how  it  is  prepar- 
ed for  table  use,  giving  receipts  from  those 
who  have  had  large  experience  and  can  ex- 
tract the  beverage  from  the  bean  so  skill- 
fully as  to  make  it  most  palatable.  The 
question  with  all  classes  of  our  people  is, 
how  to  obtain  the  best  grades  of  coffee  at 
the  least  price.

the  Gulf  side,  the  climate  being  cooler,  the 
bush  requires  lower  elevations,  ranging  from 
600  to  3,000  feet, 

The  plant  is,  however,  cultivated  by 
some  planters  at  much  lower  levels,  and 
even  within  a  few  miles  from  the  seashore. 
For  instance,  in  Misanlla,  Acayucan]  Min- 
ititlan,  and  Tuxtla,  Veracruz  ;  and  ifi  Car- 
denas, Comalcalco,  Cunduacan,  Naciyuca, 
and  San  Juan  Bautista,  Tabasco.  £n  ex- 
tremely wet  climate  is  not  favorablejto  the 
coffee  plant,  and  it  will  not  thrive  il  very 
exposed  situations. 

If  proper  aspect,  as  regards  sun  and 
winds,  can  not  be  obtained,  the  exposure 
can  nearly  always  he  modified  by  fjhelter 
bells  of  trees. 

On  the  Pacific  side,  the  prevailingsouth 
winds  must  be  avoided  at  low  elevation?, 
and  on  this  side  the  tree  can  be  planjed  at 
much  higher  elevations,  as  the  range  which 
branches  off  at  Jalisco  and  joins  the  Tjolucp, 
mountain  and  ihe  Popocatapetl  peak  breaks 
off  the  cold  north  winds  and  sheltqrs  the 
regions  below  it.  As  to  direct  sun  Jxpo  - 
lire,  when  it  is  desirable  to  take  advantage 
of  the  heat  at  high  elevations,  it  is  always 
convenient  to  acquire,  as  far  as  possible,  a 
southern  exposure,  but  where  the  deration 
is  low  and  the  temperature  is  high,  such  an 
exposure  would  be  injurious  to  thepllnt,  in 
which  case  it  is  better  to  procure  an  eastern 
exposure.  Generally,  tire  action  of  the  r.ains 
modifies  the  temperature  in  the  tropics,  and 
at  elevations  between  2,000  and  4,500  feet 
above  sea  level,  clouds  gather  along  the 
mountains  almost  every  day  before  the  rays 
of  the  noon  sun  bear  their  strong  influence 
in  those  localities.  On  the  Gulf  side,  the 
trees  that  have  an  eastern  sun  exposure,  so 
that  the  sun  strikes  them  during  the  morn- 
ing, thrive  better  and  yield  more, 
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CONDITIONS  OF  SOIL  AND  CLIM.V'I  i;. 
As  the  coffee  tree  has  a  long  taproot,  it 
will  thrive  better  on  land  where  the  soil  is 
■  deep,  The  be-r  soil  in  Mexico  is  a  well- 
drained,  loamy  one,  either  of  a  \irgin 
mountainous  composition,  or  of  a  volcanic 
nature,  rich  in  humus.  A  rocky  soil,  where 
the  earth  is  deep  between  the  rocks,  is  very

SEA-BATHING. 
Bv  Dr,    Andrew  Wilson. 

T,et  me  begin  by  noting  an  important 
fact  in  connection  with  sea-bathing.  With 
some  people  il  does  not  agree  ;  and  open- 
air  bathing  altogether,  whether  in  the  sea 
or  in  fresh  water,  is  subject  to  the  same  re- 
mark in  connection  with  many  persons. 
They  will  tell  you  that  after  bathing  in  the 
sea  or  river,  they  experience  headache,  or 
feel  uncomfortable  all  day  thereafter.  Take 
what  precautions  they  will,  they  feel  the 
balh  lias  not  done  good.  It  is  not  a  ques- 
tion, this,  ol  want  of  reaction,  or  of  feeling 
cold  and  chilly  after  the  plunge.  I  have 
already  said  that  it  is  folly  to  attempt  to 
bathe  in  cold  water  if  reaction  is  wanting  ; 
but  many  people  who  have  perfect  reaction 
and  no  feeling  of  chill  at  all,  cannot  bathe 
in  the  open,  sea  or  river  because  of  head- 
ache and  other  symptoms  following  the 
exercise. 

Then,  there  is  the  curious  fact  also  to  be 
noticed,  that  many  of  these  persons  can 
take  a  cold  bath  at  home  without  any  of 
the  disagreeable  after-effects  experienced 
through  sea  bathing.  Why  this  should  be 
so  I  know  not.  It  must  depend  on  some 
personal  peculiarity  or  other  which  is  dif- 
ficult of  determination.  But  whatever  be 
the cause  of  the  head  iche  or  other  symptom 
produced  by  bathing  in  the  open,  I  should 
say  it  is  most  wise  to  take  the  hint  na- 
ture gives  us,  and  lo  cease  from  bathing 
if  il  is  thus  shown  that  il  docs  not  agree 
with  us.  We  should  never  neglect  the 
hints  which  are  thus  given  us  that  the  sys- 
tem rebels  against  some  practices  or  olhe 
unsuitable  for  it. 

Next,  take  special  care  of  the  ears  in  sea 
bathing.  This  is  an  all-important  point. 
Diving  from  a  height  has  been  known  lo 
produce  rupture  of  the  drum-head  of  th> 
ear,  and,  in  any  case,  it  is  unwise  to  allow 
salt  water  to  gain  admittance  to  the  ear 
Man  is  not  a  water-living  animal,  and  even 
seals  have  muscles  for  closing  up  their  ear 
openings  when  they  dive.  Besides,  it  is  not 
intended  by  nature  lhat  water  should  get 
into  the  ears  at  all.  This  is  not  good,  I 
say,  for  healthy  ears,  which  should  have  a 
liltle  cotton  wool  placed  in  them  when  we 
bathe;  but  for  ears  that  are  weak  or  un- 
healthy, the  want  of  precaution  here  may 
mean  serious  illness,  or  even  death.  If  any 
tendency  to  ear-ache  exists,  it  is  likely  to 
be  excited  by  the  presence  of  sea-water  in 
the  ear. 

Still  more  earnestly  do  I  warn  my  readers 
that  if  they  have  any  ear  weakness — say  any 


"cramp"  is  much  more  likely  to  occur  if 
we  indulge  in  the  exercise  just  after  eating, 
1  do  not  doubt  thai  many  cases  of  "cramp'' 
leading  lo  drowning  arise  from  want  of  at- 
tention lo  this  rule  ;  therefore,  it  is  wise  to 
bathe  only  before  digestion  begins,  or  after 
t  has  practically  ended,  in  so  far  as  its  ear- 
lier stages  are  concerned,  at  least. 

Another  excellent  rule  is  never  to  bathe 
the  open  when  the  bird)'  is  exhausted  or 
chilled.  You  might  as  well  bathe  when 
delicate,  or  when  recovering  from  illness. 
The  body  in  an  exhausted  or  tired  state 
will  be  revived  by  a  warm  bath.  A  cold 
bath  will  only  further  depress  it,  because 
the  body  has  not  sufficient  power  ol  reac- 
tion. As  regards  bathing  when  a  person  is 
warm,  thai  is  a  different  thing.  As  a  rule, 
no  harm  will  be  done,  always  provided  the 
body  has  not  begun  to  coot,  and  that  there 
is  no  chill  or  cooling  experienced  during 
Ihe  work  of  undressing.  A  person  who  is 
warm,  or  heated,  should  undress  very 
quickly  so  as  to  avoid  cold,  and  then  the 
plunge  will  not  be  attended  by  ill  effects. 
It  is  a  very  different  mailer  for  a  person 
who,  after  exertion,  has  perspired  profusely, 
and  who  is  cooling  as  the  sweat  evaporates 
from  the  skin,  to  enter  the  sea  or  river. 
Then,  he  will  be  most  liable  to  acquire  a 
chill,  with  its  after  effects  of  cold  or  lung- 
trouble. 

There  are  great  variations  regarding  ihe 
//'////•  which  should  be  occupied  in  the  sea- 
bath.  A  strong,  powerful  swimmer  may, 
perhaps,  indulge  in  a  prolonged  bathe. 
Others  will  do  wisely  if  they  shorten,  rather 
than  prolong,  their  bathing:  and  it  is  of 
equal  importance  that  they  .should  dress 
quickly  after  the  hath.  The  chills  that 
result  from  bathing  are  most  frequently 
caught  by  prolonging  the  hath  unduly,  and 
by  carelessness  alter  il  in  not  drying  ihe 
body  very  quickly,  and  in  loitering  about 
after  leaving  ihe  sea.  A  brisk  walk  is  ad- 
visable after  bathing,  especially  lor  those 
with  a  feeble  circulation,  inasmuch  as  the 
walk  serves  to  promote  reaction,  ami  to  en- 
courage ihe  healthy  glow  and  feeling  of 
warmth  which  leach  us  that  the  plunge  in 
the  sea  has    been  productive  of  good  effect.

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We  are  now  in  the  month  of  October, 
and  the  great  heat  admonishes  that  we  hrve 
entered  upon  an  exceptionally  carlv  sum- 
mer. In  addition  lo  this,  there  fias'been  a 
long  period  of  dry  weather,  and  the  water 
supply  of  the  city  is  already  beginning  to 
fail.  Last  week,  the  reservoir  which  sup- 
plies ihe  hospitals  and  asylums  in  Botifogo 
ratr  dry  and  those- institutions  had  h:  look 
elsewhere  for  water  for  a  day  or  two  and  are 
even  now  on  a  very  short  supply.  In  view 
of  the  dirty  and  unsanitary  condition  of 
the  city,  this  early  heat  and  failure  in  the 
water  supply  compel  us  to  anticipate  a  bad 
summer.  We  do  not  like  to  be  m.iking 
such  prognostications,  but  experience  eom- 
.  ...  pels  us  to  draw  unfavorable  conclusions  from 
Y-'rt  !  ihe  conditions  which  we  see  on  every  hand. 
We  know  to  a  certainly  that  heat  and  drouth 
are  sure  to  produce  fever  wherever  the 
streets  and  habitations  are  in  an  unclean 
condition.  And  if  the  heat  and  drouth 
begin  in  September,  we  also  know  that  the 
chances  for  an  epidemic  of  fever  are  aug- 
mented because  of  the  longer  season.  Still 
further,  the  chances  of  taking  fever  are 
always  greater  toward  the  end  of  the  hot 
season,  as  shown  by  the  greater  mortality 
in  March  and  April,  because  of  the  exhaus- 
tion of  our  physical   forces.     We  can   not 


should  be  in  others,  It  is  a  common  ex- 
perience to  hear  water  running  to  waste  in 
your  neighbor's  yard  all  night,  and  to  see  it 
running  to  waste  continuously  in  torttyos 
where  washerwomen  live.  It  is  sometimes 
estimated  that  the  waste  is  equivalent  to  fully 
one  third,  if  not  to  one-half  the  whole  supply. 
Surely  this  might  be  remedied,  and  espe- 
cially at  a  time  like  this,  As  for  cleaning 
up  the  city,  it  seems  hopeless  to  expect 
such  a  tiling  ;  but  still,  until  this  is  done 
we  shall  never  be  free  from  invasions  of 
fever.  The  prime  cause  of  all  such  dis- 
orders is  un cleanliness— personal,  domestic 
and  municipal.  The  elaboraie  recommen- 
dations oi  the  commission  which  recently 
investigated  this  subject,  will  be  of  no  avail 
whatever  if  not  accompanied  by  the 
thorough  cleansing  of  the  city  and  its  water 
front.  All  the  talk  we  bear  about  the  pre- 
sent defective  drainage  system  of  the  city  is 
simply  for  effect,  and  may  be  looked  upon 
as  the  iorerunner  of  some  gigantic  piece  of 
jobbery.  No  system  will  be  effective  unless 
the  people  observe  the  laws  of  health  and 
sanitation  in  their  daily  life  and  keep  their 
residences  and  surroundings  clean,  and 
any  system  will  give  good  results  as  long  as 
these  matters  are  carefully  observed.  We 
can  afford  to  dispense  with  all  these  elab- 
orate schemes  for  the  moment,  but  we 
can  not  dispense  with  an  abundant  supply 
of  pure  water  and  wholesome  food,  and  we 
can  not  dispense  with  thorough  clean- 
liness.

perience can  approve.  Two  measures 
ought  not  to  be  delayed  another  momeit  — 
the  improvement    of  the  wa.er  supply,  anr"  ■  but 
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The  proposal  of  the  budget  committee 
ol  the  chamber  of  deputies  to  reduce  the 
duties  on  news  paper  to  20  reis  a  kilo  is 
nothing  more  than  a  trick  to  purchase  the 
favor  of  the  press.  The  duties  on  this  class 
of  paper  are  already  too  low  when  compared 
with  the  better  grades.  They  are  sche- 
duled at  60  reis  at  present,  against  200  reis 
for  the  better  grades  imported  for  books  and 
other  periodicals.  If  the  first  deserves  a 
reduction,  then  the  latter  deserves  a  still 
greater  reduction.  There  is  neither  justice 
nor  wisdom  in  the  distinction  made,  for  the 
newspaper  is  not  altogether  a  beneficent 
agency  and  does  not  always  deserve  the 
favors  heaped  upon  it.  It  might  be  a  most 
valuable  agency  for  the  education  of  the 
people,  for  the  development  ol  the  country, 
and  for  the  protection  of  popular  liberty. 
But  it  will  be  very  difficult  to  credit  the 
newspapers  with  these  important  services 
here  in  Brazil.  They  are  in  reality  dan- 
gerous instruments  of  personal  ambition 
and  senseless  agitation  much  oftener  than 
intelligent  tuides  and  teachers  of  public 
opinion.  However,  we  are  not  at  war  with 
the  press,  for  while  it  has  its  faults  and 
weaknesses  it  has  also  its  value.  Like  the 
society  which  it  serves,  it  must  develop 
by  slow  stages  into  a  well-organized  state 
and  into  a  full  appreciation  of  its  true 
mission.  With  all  its  defects,  it  still  serves 
a  good  purpose  and  is  worthy  of  the  appre- 
ciation in  which  it  is  held.  And  to  this  it 
may  be  added  that  it  will  develop  and 
improve  just  as  rapidly  as  the  society  in 
which  it  is  established.  But,  at  the  same 
time,  it  should  be  remembered  that  the 
grant  of  exceptional  favors  will  neither  ben- 
efit the  newspaper  nor  serve  any  good 
purpose,  The  book  publishers  of  Brazil 
have  just  as  much  claim  on  the  country  as 
the  newspaper  publishers,  if  not  more.  They 
are  publishing  works  of  greater  importance, 
such  as  school  text-books,  periodicals  of 
permanent  value,  and  literary  works  o 
merit.  And  so  great  are  the  cost  of  pub-' 
lication  at  the  present  moment  that  many 
books  are  now  printed  in  Lisbon  and  Paris, 
to  the  great  prejudice  of  the  Brazilian 
publisher.  He  pays  heavy  duties  on  his 
paper  and  typographic  material,  wages  and 
rents  are  high,  taxes  are  oppressive,  and  his 
occupation  is  so  uncertain  and  unprofitable 
that  he  can  not  develop  it  as  it  has  been 
developed  in  other  countries.  The  result 
is  that  printing  is  in  a  shamefully  backward 
state  in  Brazil,  and  the  text-books  furnished 
to  the  schools  of  this  country  are  a  disgrace 
to  those  entrusted  with  its  government. 
To  take  a  familiar  illustration,  while  the 
Jornaldo  Brazil  and  other  daily  journals  pay 
only  60  reis  a  kilo  on  their  paper.  The  Rio 
News  is  compelled  to  pay  200  reis  a  kilo  on 
a  paper  only  a  trifle  better  in  quality.  For

nothing  but  a  good  quality  of  news  paper, 
and  no  customs  classification  will  make  it 
any  different,  but  still  we  arc  compelled  to 
pay  a  heavy  tan  simply  because  the  author- 
ities choose  to  consider  tlie  paper  as  be- 
long! ng  to  a  higher  class.  From  this  the 
reader  will  see  how  the  government  dis- 
criminates against  all  the  periodicals  and 
books  using  a  better  paper  than  the  mis- 
erable stuff  used  by  the  daily  press,  If 
congress  really  wishes  to  confer  a  benefit  on 
the  public,  it  will  place  all  publishers  on 
exactly  the  same  footing  and  will  encourage 
the  employment  of  better  paper  in  the 
manufacture  of  books,  especially  for  the  use 
of  school  children.  And  in  doing  this,  it 
will  help  to  give  more  work  to  the  native 
printer  by  rendering  it  possible  to  print 
those  books  in  the  country  which  are  now 
sent  to  Europe.

As  we  anticipated  the  planters  congress 
recently  convened  at  Sao  Paulo  was  devoted 
exclusively  to  schemes  for  raising  money. 
Nothing  was  said  about  the  necessity  of 
improving  existing  methods  of  cultivation, 
nor  of  reducing  the  costs  ol  production, 
trans  portation  and  marketing,  and  nothing 
of  a  better  system  of  labor.  Apparently  the 
waste  ful  methods  inherited  from  the  days  of 
slave  labor  are  still  considered  good  enough, 
and  the  unnecessary  expenditures  con- 
nected with  the  sale  and  exportation  of  his 
product  are  still  unworthy  of  serious  con- 
sideration. While  coffee  cultivation  else- 
where is  receiving  careful  study  and  is  being 
benefitted  by  improved  methods  of  cultiva- 
tion and  preparation,  the  Brazilian  planter 
is  content  to  remain  stationary.  To  be 
sure,  he  enjoys  many  and  important  advan- 
tages in  the  great  fertility  of  his  soil  and 
the  beneficence  of  his  climate,  and  he  is 
not  compelled  therefore  to  study  and  ex- 
periment like  many  of  his  competitors  in 
order  to  improve  his  output  by  even  a 
fractional  percentage.  But  the  times  are 
coming  when  all  these  subjects  will  be  as 
vital  to  him  as  to  others,  and  for  the  simple 
reason  that  we  are  rapidly  approaching  a 
period  of  over  production,  when  the  low 
prices  obtainable  for  coffee  will  make  every 
small  economy  worthy  of  consideration. 
Instead  of  sitting  down  and  appealing  to  the 
state  to  help  him,  he  should  be  actively 
studying  how  to  reduce  the  costs  of  pro- 
duction, and  how  to  save  something  of  the 
expense  incurred  in  marketing  his  product. 
It  is  worth  his  consideration  whether  it  is 
good  policy  to  locate  so  large  a  number  of 
laborers  on  bis  property  me-ely  for  the 
purpose  of  having  a  sufficient  number  of 
pickers  in  the  harvesting  season,  In  other 
countries  better  wages  are  paid  for  harves;. 
a.id  the  laborers  go  out  from  their  small 
farms  and  from  the  towns  to  take  advantage 
of  them.  In  .Argentina  the  wheat  harvest 
attracts  laborers  even  from  Italy.  In  the 
United  States  they  travel  hundreds  of  miles 
for  haying,  harvesting  and  hop-gathering. 
Then,  why  not  locate  immigrants  in  con- 
venient localities  on  small  holdings  and 
offer  good  wages  for  their  assistance  in  the 
actual  coffee-picking  season?  There  are 
also  the  questions  of  clean-picking,  instead 
of  stripping  the  branches,  of  pruning,  of 
manuring,  of  country  roads  to  facilitate 
transportation,  of  lower  rates  on  the  rail- 
ways, and  of  the  abolition  of  some  of  the 
intermediaries  in  the  marketing  of  the  pro- 
duct. All  these  subjects  are  worthy  of 
consideration.  We  find,  however,  that  the 
Sio  Paulo  planter  overlooks  all  these  prac- 
tical matters,  and  concentrates  his  efforts 
on  one  subject  only  —  the  interposition  of 
the  state  to  assist  him  to  borrow  money. 
Although  his  plantations  are  held-  at  high 
valuations  and  his  annual  crops  represent 
very  large  sums  of  cash,  he  is  always  asking 
lor  advances  and  is  always  in  debt.  It  has 
always  been  like  this,  and  he  apparently 
knows  no  way  to  escape  from  it.  It  has 
never  occurred  to  him  that  he  might  sell 
some  ol  his  land  and  pay  his  debts  with 
the  proceeds,  nor  is  he  inclined  to  reduce 
his  princely  expenditures  and  thus  remove 
a  burden  from  his  estate.  He  lives  in  Rio, 
or  Sao  Paulo,  or  Campinas,  or  the  seat  of 
his  municipality  ;  he  makes  frequent  visits 
to  Paris  ;  he  gambles  furiously  and  spends 
his  money  in  ways  that  will  not  always 
bear  publicity  ;  he  speculates  and  entangles 
himself  in  politics  ;  and  then  when  he  ritns 
short  of  cash  he  borrows  from  his  commit- 
sario,  at  a  high  rate  of  interest,  against  his 
next  year's  crop.  It  is  to  save  hims.-lf 
from  the  consequences  of  such  misman- 
agement that  the  aid  of  the  state  is  solic- 
ited, and  not  from  the  consequences  of  low 
prices  and  paid  labor.  The  margins  on  coffee 
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production  are  wide  enough  to  cover  every 
legitimate  expense  and  still  leave  enough 
to  enrich  him,  but  they  are  not  wide  enough 
to  cover  the  maintenance  o(  a  town  house  and 
the  heavy  expenses  ol  a  fast  life.  And  if  he 
chooses  to  incur  such  expenses,  what  just 
claim  can  he  have  on  the  state  for  assistance  ? 
In  truth,  the  coffee  planter  of  Brazil  has  no 
need  whatever,  within  his  legitimate  oc- 
cupation, of  outside  help.  He  produces  one 
of  the  most  valuable  products  in  the  world, 
and  the  margins  are  good  enough  to  cover 
a  wide  range  of  risks  and  still  leave  him  a 
good  profit.  Let  him  attend  closely  and 
intelligently  to  that  one  business,  and  it 
will  be  a,  very  great  misfortune  that  brings 
him  to  the  stale  as  a  suppliant  ior  assistance.

The  fallowing 
bills  were  voted:— on  coast  navigation  companies 
{2nd  discussion);  appropriation  of  200,000$  for 
surveys  on  the  site  of  the  future  capital  of  the 
country  (2nd  discussion);  appropriation  of  100,000$ 
for  surveys  on  the  railway  from  Calalao  to  Cuyabd. 
Several  private  bills  were  also  voted  and  others 
rejected.  Deputy  Gaspar  Drummond  requested 
the  chair  to  place  in  discussion  the  electoral 
reform  bill.

— The  retired  military  officers  in  Sao  Paulo  have 
organized  a  military  club. 

—The  first  shipment  of  French  Canadian  im- 
migrants are  shortly  expected  at  Santos. 

—Complaints  are  made  in  Santos  of  the  landing 
there  of  small-pox  patients  coming  from  Rio  de 
Janeiro. 

—In  the  year  ended  on  the  15th  of  last  July  the 
superior  court  of  the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  deed- 
ed 429  cases. 


—In  Paid  Indiana  are  reported  to  he  committing 
depredations  in  the  vicinity  of  Folbal  iu  the 
district  ol  Ourem. 

—It  is  again  reported  that  the  troops  o(  the 
•late  government  in  the  interior  of  Bwhia  have 
suffered  a  reverie. 

—The  Santos  jury  had  a  spasm  of  severity  011 
Ihe  28th  ult.,  and  accordingly  sentenced  a  poor 
fellow  named  Jose  Lopes  to  19  yz  years  imptUoii- 
meni  for  stabbing  another  man. 

—  Dr.  Audrade,  who  some  months  ago  attempted 
lo  kill  his  sister's  betrothed  at  Juiz  de  Fdra,  has 
been  declared  insane  and  will  be  confined  in  (he 
sanatorium  near  Harbacena. 

—The  Sao   Paulo   Athletic  Club  announce  that 

their  annual  sport*  will  take  place  on  Monday  isth 
inst.,  and  they  will  be  pleased  to  see  any  visitors 
from  Kio  at  the  meeting. 

— The  Para  newspapers  are  now  quarreling  over 
a  subscription  to  a  Carlos  Gomes  monument.  It 
must  be  confessed  that  (hey  are  not  adding  much 
to  (heir  reputation  by  these  squabbles. 

—It  is  slated  that  Dr.  Herculano  de  Freitas, 
Deputy  Glycerio's  son-in-law,  has  obtained  letters 
from  the  consular  agents  of  Knaland,  France, 
Austria,  Belgium,  Sweden  and  Portugal  in  S. 
Paulo  certifying  that  their  countrymen  are  well 
treated. 

— In  the  munic  ipal  district  of  Limoeiro,  S.  Paulo, 
there  are  complaints  of  emissaries  who  ate  said  to 
he  offering  inducement))  to  Italian  immigrants  to 
go  to  the  River  Plate.  We  suspect  that  the  induce- 
ments offered  by  the  jacobins  have  more  weight 
than  those  ol  the  emissaries. 

—Thefts  and  burglaries  continue  to  be  reported 
from  Sao  Paulo.  It  would  seem  that  the  law- 
breakers enjoy  a  very  considerable  degree  of  im- 
punity in  Ihat  slale,  so  much  so  in  fact  that  they 
have  no  need  oi  securing  an  election  to  the  federal 
congress  in  order  to  escape  prosecution. 

-The  English  colony  at  Bahia  has  begun  the 
publication  o(  a  small  eight  page  journal  under  the 
title  of  The  Bahia  Monthly,  which  is  devoted  ex- 
clusively to  local  interests.  The  second  number  is 
now  in  the  printers  hands.  The  publication  is  not 
only  a  highly  creditable  one,  but  it  deserves  the 
heartiest  support.  Our  new  contemporary  has 
our  best  wishes  for  a  long  life  and  a  full  measure 
of  success. 

—On  the  15th  ult.  two  Portuguese  barks  were 
lowed  away  from  the  vicinity  of  the  city  of  Para, 
below  the  Barra  fortress,  because  they  had  yellow- 
fever  on  board.  On  one  all  the  Crew,  except  two, 
were  ill,  and  on  the  other  only  one  case  had  ap- 
peared. It  would  be  interesting  to  know  what 
arrangements  were  made  for  the  care  of  the  sick. 
The  vessels  weie  lined  500$  eacli  for  sending  sick 
men  ashore  to  the  hospital  without  previous  licence 
from  the  health  authorities, 

—At  Petropolis  on  the  29th  ult,  there  was  a 
meeting  of  members  of  the  parlLio  republieano  of 
the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  an  executive  com- 
mittee of  six,  of  which  Deputy  Porciuncula  was 
made  president,  was  chosen.  To  this  committee 
will  hereafter  be  added  another  member,  who  will 
be  one  ol  the  federal  senators  for  the  state.  It  will 
be  the  duly  of  the  committee  to  decide  all  internal 
parly  questions  that  may  arise  and  to  select  can- 
didates tor  congress,  for  the  state  legislature  and 
for  the  offices  of  governor  and  vice-governor  of 
the  Stat';  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  president  and 
vice-president  ofthe  republic. 

The  "press-gang"  has  again  been  at    work 

within  the  last  ten  days  in  the  city  of  Sao  Paulo, 
and  a  considerable  number  of  "voluntary"  enlist- 
ments  were  secured.  One  of  the  places  where  the 
"gang"  secured  many  prizes,  was  at  the  doors  of 
the  theatres,  which  is  a  favorite  place  for  loafers. 
The  chief  of  police  attempted  to  explain  thai  the 
object  was,  not  to  secure  recruits,  but  to  arrest  the 
vagabonds  who  gather  there  to  the  great  annoy- 
ance of  respectable  families.  To  this  the  Diario 
/fc/«Air  replies  by  giving  the  names  of  house  serv- 
ants arrested  and  compelled  to  enlist,  and  also  re- 
fers lo  orders  (overheard)  for  the  execution  of 
these  arrests.  Among  the  police  the  raids  were 
called  a  "harvest  of  recruits,"  and  it  is  known  that 
some  40  men  were  thus  added  to  the  police  brigade. 


RIO  GRANDE  DO  SUL. 

According  to  a  Porto  Alegre  journal  Barao  de 
Santa  Tecla,  brother  of  Gen.  Tavares,  has  suc- 
ceeded in  collecting  315,000$  for  losses  caused  by 
illegal  acts  of  the  government  and  its  agents  and 
that  he  lias  applied  for  5oo,ooo$  more.  It  is 
staled,  however,  that  he  has  contradicted  this 
report. 

The  federalists  have  issued  a  manifesto  explain- 
ing why  they  refrain  from  taking  part  in  the  S. 
Lomenco  municipal  election. 

Telegrams  from  Porto  Alegre  give  an  account  of 
abuses  committed  by  soldiers  of  the  police  brigade 
and  the  municipal  guard.  The  latter,  it  is  said,  is 
to  be  disbanded. 

At  that  city  on  the  28th  ult.  a  fire,  attributed  to 
incendiaries,  destroyed  (our  warehouses  on  Rua 
Seie  de  Selembro.  One  of  these  buildings,  belong- 
ing to  the  customhouse,  contained  mercliandi-.e  on 
which  duties  had  been  paid.  The  owners  of  this 
merchandise  have  applied  to  the  government  for 
the  return  ofthe  amount  of  the  said  duty. 

The  castilhista  legislature,  which  was  to  meet  on 
the  zotli  ult.,  has  not  yet  been  able  to  do  so  for 
want  of  a  quorum.

Railroad    Notes 


—Tic  sur  veys  for  the  last  section  ofthe  Santos 
brancl  of  the  Sorocahana  line,  between  S,  joao 
and  Smtos,  have  been  approved. 

—Tie  London  directors  of  the  Sao  Paulo  rail- 
way Ik ving  approved  the  contract  finally  signed 
with  tie  government,  the  woik  on  the  duplication 
and  improvement  of  Ihat  important  line  will  be  be- 
gun at  once. 

— Oi  the  morning  of  the  25th  ult,  there  was  a 
derailment  at  kilometre  552,  near  the  station  of 
Hunorn  Bicalho,  on  the  Central  railway,  resulting 
in  the  overturning  of  the  locomotive  and  one 
coach.  The  engine  driver  was  killed  and  several 
passenprs  injured. 

—  "It  is  necessary  to  sell"  the  Central  railway, 
says  tin  editor  of  Libenfaite  ;  and  to  prove  the  as- 
sertion he  states  that  the  1,217  kilometres  under 
traffic  ai  the  end  of  1895  had  cost  the  stale  161, - 
751,000*000,  and  that  in  1S95  the  working  expen- 
ses a^g-egaled  28,011,000$,  while  the  receipts 
were  barely  27,945,000$.  This  is  not  encouraging 
information  for  intending  purchasers,  we  fear. 
And  wien  they  examine  the  properly  and  learn 
the  conditions  on  which  men  are  employed,  they 
will  be  still  more  discouraged.

A  company  was  organized,  construction  was  be- 
gnr,  and  even  a  navigation  service  was  inaugurat- 
ed io  carry  supplies  and  material  to  the  construc- 
tion company.  And  then  11  all  came  to  grief,  Now 
the  old  scheme  is  up  again,  and  a  bill  is  befine 
congress  again  authorizing  the  construction  of  this 
same  railway.

Coffee    Notes 


—According  to  the  Dimio  Popular  of  Sao  Paulo, 
Major  Matheus  Gomes  do  Val  has  refused  1,300,. 
000$  for  his  coffee  plantation  at  Ribeirao  Pretn. 

—  A  Rio  Claro  correspondent  of  the  Commtrcio 
dt  Sao  Paulo  says  that  llie  di  outh  in  that  region 
has  already  caused  great  injury  to  the  (mure  coffee 
crop.  Had  it  rained,  the  complaint  would  have 
been  the  same. 

— The  burden  of  discussion  at  the  mee'ing  of 
Sao  Paulo  planters  which  was  opened  on  the  30th 
nit  ,  is  the  poverty  ami  unprofitableness  of  their 
industry,  and  their  need  of  financial  assistance. 
And  yet  S.  Paulo  now  produces  3,500,000  bags  ol 
coffee  annually,  which  at  15$  an  arroba  represent; 
an  aggregate  of  210,000,000$.  Such  a  gross  in- 
come as  this  surely  does  not  represent  poverty  ! 


—The  Reporter  of  Riheirfm  Pieto,  Sao  Paulo, 
gives  the  following  interesting  particular  of  llie 
Fazenda  Dumont  winch  was  recently  stild  loan 
English  syndicate.  The  estate  contains  300  square 
kilometres,  or  30,000  hectares,  [say  74.U4  acres], 
of  the  best  terra  roxa  lands  in  the  state.  The  cof- 
fee plantations  cover  an  men  of  5,35^  hectares 
[12,972  acres]  and  contain  4,118,800  coffee  trees, 
ol  which  2,069,700  arc  from  0  to  12  years  old, 
406,800  are  5  yeats  old,  648,700  are  4  jea.15  old, 
530/100  ate  3  years  old,  and  463,000  nri  2  years 
old.  The  plantation  is  served  by  60  kilrtnetrei  of 
1  ail  way.  It  abo  possesses  24  settlements  of  col- 
onists comprising  800  families,  nearly  all  I  Italians, 
who  live  in  334  houses,  of  which  273  ateJof  brick. 

—  A  recent  writer  estimates  the  total  tjumher  ol 
coffee- bearing  trees  in  Sao  Paulo  at  280,000,000, 
which  at  an  average  of  2$5O0  each  repesents  a 
total  value  of  700,000,000$.  He  adds  io  these 
60,000,000  young  trees  not  yet  bearing,  which  he 
values  tit  l$ooo  each,  or  60,000,000$  in  all.  This 
gives  .a  total  valuation  of  760,000,000$  to  lie  coffee 
trees  of  the  stale.  If  these  figures  are  cirrect,  it 
will  not  be  difficult  to  estimate  the  results  of  a 
direct  lax  on  the  industry  instead  of  the  indirect 
tax  now  levied.  A  tax  o!  io  reis  a  tret,  which 
represents  less  than  one-half  olone  per  ecu  on  the 
average  valuation  of  2^300,  will  yield  34,^00,000$ 
a  year,  while  an  export  tax  of  II  per  eeit  on  an 
estimated  aggregate  valuation  of  2lo,ooo,«oo$  will 
yield  23,100,000$. 


— The  superintendent  ol  the  Royal  Mail  service 
on  this  coast,  Mr,  G,  C.  Anderson,  advises  us 
that  the  excursion  rate  on  the  Royal  Mad  steamers 
Io  the  River  Plate,  good  for  three  months,  has 
been  reduced  to  /'12  lor  the  round  trip.  This  is  ft 
step  in  the  right  direction.  It  is  noL  so  great  a 
reduction  as  the  company  should  make  in  order  to 
encourage  trave'  in  this  direction,  but  still  it  is 
something.

—  It  is  asserted  that  both  the  treasury  and  the 
Banco  da  Republicans  reissuing  notes  of  the  Banco 
Emissor  da  Ualiia  which  had  been  withdrawn  from 
circulation  and  which,  il  is  announced,  are  to  be 
cancelled  at  the  end  of  the  present  year.

—  In  consequence  or  Deputy  Glyceric's  proposal 
to  convert  into  mortgage  bonds  the  deposits  in  the 
government  savings  bank  [caixa  economics]  de- 
positors have  been  making  a  run  on  that  establish- 
ment, from  which,  it  is  stated,  large  sums  have 
been  withdrawn, 

-According  to  ihe  Jornal  do  Comm-mo  the 
excess  of  withdrawals  over  deposits  at  the  govern- 
ment savings  bank  [caixa  economica)  dining  the 
five  days  from  the  281b  ult.  to  the  2id  inst. 
amounted  to  84,27o$664-  This  was  of  coarse  due 
to  Boss  Glycerio's  project  to  convert  them  into 
mortgage  bonds. 

—Much  reserve  is  displayed  in  regard  to  the 
failures  that  are  occurring  in  this  city,  Up  to  the 
end  of  Inst  month  Ihe  aggregate  of  ihe  respective 
liabilities  is  said  to  have  amounted  lo  over  So,- 
000,000$  and  new  failures  are  reported  every  day. 
The  total  number  is  said,  we  know  not  with  what 
foundation,  to  be  over  300. 

—The  price  paid  for  the  Cha  viaduct  in  SSo 
Paulo,  just  disappropriated  by  the  municipal  coun- 
cil, is  750,000$  in  6  per  cent  bonds  redeemable 
half  yearly  during  a  period  of  100  years,  There 
was  considerable  opposition  to  the  transaction,  but 
as  ihere  is  a  profitable  job  in  it,  and  as  various  in- 
fluential personages  arc  interested  in  it,  the  scheme 
went  through. 

—There  was  a  meeting  of  importers  at  the  Prnca 
yesterday  to  receive  the  report  of  ihe  commission 
appointed  some  time  ago  to  treat  of  their  interests 
before  the  public  authorities.  The  record  of  the 
commission's  wnrk  was  presented  by  Mr.  Oscar 
Dannecker,  who  tendered  its  resignation,  It  was 
the  opinion  of  the  meeting  that  this  resignation 
should  not  be  accepted,  as  the  work  of  ihe  com- 
mission is  not  yet  finished.  It  was  then  explainer! 
by  Mr.  Raynsford  that  the  .posiiion  of  the  com- 
mission  had  become  incompatible  with  the  author- 
ities because  the  customs  inspector,  in  a  manner 
unworthy  of  his  posiiion,  had  insulted  them  in  a 
public  document.  Tt  was  also  stated  that  Deputy 
Serzedello  had  promised  to  meet  the  reclamations 
of  commerce  in  drafting  the  new  budget,  but  he 
had  wholly  failed  io  do  this.  It  was  finally  resolv- 
ed to  petition  the  Associacao  Commercial  to  call  a 
general  meeiing  to  consider  the  position  now  oc- 
cupied by  the  importers. 


—The  proposed  new  budget  of  the  municipal 
government  increases  the  lax  on  house  rents. 

—The  receipts  of  ihe  Pan  ahyba  [Phuihy]  cus- 
tom-house for  ihe  first  si\  111  nlhs  of  the  current 
year  amounted  to  3l6,662$942. 

—In  Ihe  year  1805  Ihe  expenditure  ol  the  stale 
of  Espirito  Santo  amounted  lo  4, 795, 836^141  and 
the  revenue  lo  4, 451, 823^120.  In  the  first  half  of 
the  present  year  the  receipts  amounted  lo  1,330.- 
206^369  and  the  disbursements  to  1,962, 021  $991. 

— Il  is  stated  that  at  Ihe  end  of  last  month,  there 
nol  being  sufficient  currency  in  ihe  treasury  to  pay 
the  senators  and  deputies,  it  was  proposed  10  pay 
them  in  bonus.  They  refused,  however,  to  accept 
bonus  and  the  treasury  was  obliged  to  sell  at  a  loss 
in  order  lo  obtain  the  requisite  amount  of  cur- 
rency.

—It  is  worthy  of  record  flint  while  "bonus" 
titles  are  good  enough  to  pay  the  debts  of  the  stale 
and  good  enough  to  loan  to  planters  and  manu- 
facturers, they  are  not  good  enough  lor  the  legis- 
lator. In  other  words,  congress  is  willing  to  pay 
others  with  a  currency  which  is  subject  to  a  dis- 
count, but  pays  itself  in  full.  It  is  signally  pa- 
triotic, of  course. 

— At  the  second  session  of  the  planters  conrjress 
at  Sao  Paulo  a  project  was  introduced  and  defend- 
ed by  Dr.  Carueiro  Leao  favoring  an  increase  in 
the  facilities  for  making  loans  to  planters.  He 
favored  an  authorization  for  ihe  Banco  de  Credito 
Real  lo  issue  mortgage  bonds,  with  the  guarantee 
of  the  state,  to  ten  limes  the  capital  of  the  hank, 
and  that  the  stale  should  subscribe  5,000.000$  to 
the  capital  ol  the  bank  in  order  to  increase  the  emis- 
sion. The  total  emission  in  his  opinion  should  be 
CS,ooo,ooo$, 

— Another  scheme  presented  to  the  Sao  Paulo 
planters  congress  provides  for  the  creation  of  a 
state  hank  with  branches  in  the  municipalities  for 
the  purpose  of  making  loans  to  planters  on  account 
current  against  growing  coffee  crops.  The  inter- 
est on  these  loans  should  be  10  per  cent,  and  llie 
amount  loaned,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one 
year,  should  not  be  over  io$ooo  per  arroba  on  the 
estimated  crop.  To  found  such  a  batik  the  slate 
should  raise  a  foreign  loan  of  ten  millions  sterling. 
The  scheme  was  submitted  by  Sr.  Antonio  de  Me- 
deiros,  who  thinks  that  the  commissaries  should 
no  longer  be  compelled  to  act  as  bankers  for  the 
planters. 

— Still  another  scheme  for  the  benefit  of  the 
poor  planter  was  presented  to  the  S,  Paulo  plan- 
ters  congress  by  Dr.  Carlos  d'Assumpcao.  It 
combines  several  remedial  measures.  The  first  is 
that  of  municipal  banks,  founded  and  managed  by 
the  associated  planters,  which  shall  make  loans  at 
7  to  S  per  cent.  These  banks  will  also  include  a 
commercial  section  and  will  furnish  the  planters 
with  new  hags  for  the  shipment  of  their  coffee. 
Another  large  hank  is  also  suggested,  to  be  found- 
ed with  foreign  capital,  securer!  by  the  growing 
coffee  of  all  Ihe  planters  in  the  state.  The  opera- 
tions of  this  bank,  like  those  of  the  municipal 
hanks,  are  to  be  restricted  exclusively  to  advances 
lo  planters.  Besides  these,  the  national  congress 
is  to  be  asked  to  issue  mortgage  bonds,  with  cuiso 
foreado  (legal  tender).  To  oblcin  these  the  plainer 
may  mortgage  his  plantation  to  two-thirds  its 
value,  and  with  the  proceeds  he  can  create  his 
municipal  banks  and  meet  running  expenses.
